MOTHER AND LITTLE 
BURNED TO DEATH. 


The Woman Lost Her Life in an En- 
_ deavor to Rescue the Child

Her. 


PITTSBURG, Dec. 6.—Two persons were 
burned to death and seven injured in a fire 


at Carnegie, Pa., this morning. 
The dead are:

he Kijee residence is a two-story frame 
house on Broadway, the ground floor front 
being devoted to a grocery store kept by 
Klee and the rest of the house being oc- 
cupied by the family. 
he fire was discovered about 4:40 o'clock 
this morning by the grocery clerk, Morris 
Fizis. He immediately gave the alarm, 
but the flames spread so rapidly that the 
occupants of the upper story were shut ovoif 
from the stairway, and Klee and his wife 
realized that there was but one way to save 
the children and that was to throw them 
= the window, a distance of about 2 
et. 

One by one the children ,were brought to 

the front window and dropped to the 
und-by the father. All of them were 
njured, but all escaped death from the 
flames, except Mary. 

By the time Harry, the baby. was 
reached, not only was the father exhausted 
with the exertions and the terrible condi- 
tions under which he worked, but the 
flames were fast making his efforts im-

“How different the contrast of 
these Christian gentlemen behind 
those unkind remarks of last Sun- 
day that were framed in the most 
beautiful churches of your city, and 
those words of the meek and lowly 
Nazarene, when nailed to the cross, 
giving up his precious blood that sin- 
ners might live. Did he say in the 
presence of his persecutors: ‘Fa- 
ther, cast them into eternal darkness 
without hope?’ No. But, raising his 
eyes to heaven, he uttered the divine 
words that will live throughout eter- 
nity: ‘Father, forgiye them; they 
know not what they do.’ ” 
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Frank James’ play, ‘‘Across the Desert,” 
would have been prohibited at Canton, O. 
Tuesday night, if Mayor Robertson had 
heeded the protests of several Canton min- 
isters, including Dr. Wilbur F. Crafts, su- 
porcasendent of the reform bureau of 
Vashington. 

According to information received by a 
St. Louis friend of Frank James, resolu- 
tions were adopted at meetings of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association, mem- 
bers of the First Presbyterian and First 
Methodist churches of Canton on Sunday 
last denouncing Frank James and calling 
upon the authorities to suppress his show. 

Among other things these relotions set 
forth that boys have been instigated to 
lives of crime by stories glorifying success- 
ful train robbers @nd that to give the stamp 
of authority to Mr. James’ performance 
would simply tend to diffuse this false 
sentiment. 

In the resolutions James was referred to 
as a notorious outlaw.

“ ‘Took out,’ someone called and before 
we could turn the dirt fell. 

“T felt a blow, something like the impact 
of a soft boxing glove only this blow struck 
my,legs, arms and shoulders as well as 
my head. 

‘Tl was forced down—my head was bent 
down to my legs and all was dark. I felt 
the crushing weight and a dul! pain all 
over, but I kept my senses. There was no 
dirt around my mouth and I hollered and 
yelled for help. 

“I didn’t know how deep I was buried nor 
that ald was coming, but I kept on yell- 
ing just the same. Five or six minutes 
later—each minute was an hour to me— 
the air grew bad. had to breath faster 
and faster to keep from choking. I thought 
I was going to die in that hole I tried 
to struggle around s0 could dig out, 
dig out with my bare hands. 

“But I couldn't turn and I eouldn't dig. 
Then I heard volces—the shovels of the 
men digging us out made no nolse—I yelled 
again so the men could find me and pretty 
soon they pulled me out.

Park Commissioner Ridgely’s appeal for more small downtown 
parks is in the line of what the Post-Dispatch has repeatedly 
urged. And now is the time, when we are preparing to beaut'fy 
the city in readiness for the Wor!d's Fair, to consider the mat- 
ter practically and carry the idea into effect. 

The park commissioner's report is full of excellent reasons for 
such action. He shows that within a district four miles long 
by two miles wide, in which over 250,000 people are crowded, 
there is but one small park, Carr Square, with an area of only 
2.30 acres. It is safe to say that there is not another city of the 
same size, in civilized countries, so destitute of breathing spots. 

New York is rapidly improving in downtown districts with smull 
parks, playgrounds and gardens. And Commissioner Ridg. ly 
points to the fact that every new park created means a dimin- 
ution of crime and vice. 

In effect, the evidence shows that the more parks we have, 
the fewer jails we shall need. Corlears Park in New York, de- 
stroyed the “Hook” criminal gang. Mulberry Bend Park regen- 
erated the neighborhood around it, once the worst in New York. 
_It is like sunshine and wind drying up foul slime holes. Two 
marvels are wrought—the outward aspect is beautified and the 
moral atmosphere is purified. 

This is what we want for St. Louis in order that she may ap 
pear at her best before the world in 193. There are plenty of lk - 
cations which the city can acquire for the purpose.

THE WORLD’S GREAT DIAMONDS. 


With the interest now shown in ‘the 
Kohinoor, in view of its possible appear- 
ance in Queen Alexandra's crown at the 
coronation of King Edward, there are 
many misstatements made regarding 4 
world-famed jewel, chief of which is that 
it is the largest diamond in the world, in 
reality it occupies fifth position. The Em-\ 
press of Russia is believed to be the pos- 
sessor of the largest. The Florentine dia- 
mond of the Emperor of Austria is also 
larger than the Kohinoor. 

Orleans diamond and the Star of the 
(found in Brazil) are generally acknowl- 
edged to come before,the British gem. 


After the annexation of the Punjab in 
1849 the Kohinoor was given up. to the 
British, and at a meeting of the Punjab 
board was handed to ohn (afterwara 
Lord) Lawrence, who placed it In his waist- 
coat pocket and forgot the treasure.

’ Ups and downs in the sporting world are 
Many—especially the downs. Of sudden 
rises none has been more spectacular than 
that of Young Corbett, who rose from noth- 
ing to a champion’s laurels in one day. Of 
meteoric descerits none is more conspicuous 

| than that of Amos Rusie who, from being 

' at one time the most-talked of man in the 
world of baseball, with a salary in :he thou- 
sands, is now delving in the earth, a comi- 
mon digger of holes, for a laborer's pit- 
tance of $1.50 a day. 

For his downfall Rusie has no one but 
himeelf to blame. He was obstinate at a 
time when he should have showed diplo- 
macy, and intemperate, to make matters 
worse. Like Corbett, he rose from nothing 

_ to a high place, but vertigo attacked him 

there. His condition today tells the depth 
of the precipice he stumbled over. 

John T. Brush gave him a last chance 
during the season closed, but there was 
nothing left of the once brilliant pitcher. 

Young Corbett will do well to profit by 
the lesson pointed by the “horrible exam- 
ple.” From $1.50 a day to the revenues of 
a champion is a laudable stride, but the 
reverse step is easily taken. 

Corbett, however, seems made of differ- 
ent stuff, and it is of different stuff surely 
that he who would continue. champion 
must be. 

Young Corbett is a unique figure in the 
pugilistic realm. He positively refuses to 
turn down his old friends, the men who 
stood by him when he wag nothing but an 
over-night fighter with scarcely the where 
witha! to clcthe his little sisters. 

Corbett says that he will stand or fall 
with his old-time manager, Johnny Cor- 
bett, who has scavenged for him in past 
years, trained him, instructed him and se- 
cured dates for him. They rode home from 
defeats in the same box car and more than 
once went hungry together. 

And now Corbett, when it is up to him 
to get a fashionable manager, who wears 
a high hat and a short coat, and can wiggle 
attractively several carats of diamonds, 
says, ‘“‘No, Corbett is good enough for me.” 

And who knows? Perhaps after ali it 
may be a mistake to suppose that one must 
necessarily shake his old friends when pros- 
perity comes, and that Corbett may profit 
more with his present manager than with 
@ new one. 

At least there will be 
charged to ‘‘expense.”’

It was supposed by the citizcns of the 
neighborhood that Rosenzweig was a her- 
mit and had wealth concealed about the 
hut.

Wu has especially interested herself in the 
progress of the young Chinamen who have 
been studying at the Washington High 
School, and through the whole of their 
course has been a stimulus and inspiration.

TEXAS’ ANTI-TRUST PERMITS 


Under It Purchaser May Sue and Re- 


cover All Payments Made tor 
Goods Purchased. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Dec. 6.—The three foreign 
and seven domestic brewing companies, 
which have pleaded guilty in the district 
court here to the charge of violating the 
Texas anti-trust law and paid heavy penal- 
ties to the state for such violation, are con- 
fronted with more litigation of a. most 
harassing and expensive character. There 
is a provision in the antitrust act which 
gives any individual, firm or corporation 
which pays money to a member of a trust 
for its product or anything of value. the 
right to bring suit for the recovery of the 
amounts paid. This provision makes it 
open to every saloonkeeper in Texas to sue 
the brewing companies belonging to the 
trust for the amount which he has paid 
them during the past three years for beer. 


The first of these suits has already beén 
filed by a saloonkeeper at Galveston agg 
the Galveston oat Co. for the re- 
covery of $12,000, which he alleges he paid 
the defendant company for béer while it 
was in the trust.
